AN alarnivg accident, and ove which will, undoubtedly, be at- 
tended with tho 1088 of oue or more lives, occurred on Monday 
morning from the falling in of the floor of one of the work-rooms 
in the manufactory cf Mr. John Barrau, wholesale clothier, іс, 

Alfred- street, Boar-lane, Leeds. “he extensive premises occupied 
by Mr. Barran are four storeys in height, exclusive of attics, tbe 
lower portion of the building being used as show-roous. cloth- 
rooms, ёо, whilst in the top storey the sewing machines, «с, are 
placed. ‘I'he attics at the top have hitherto been used for various 
ourposes, but the inconvenience of the slanting roof rendered them 
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less useful than tbey might otherwise have been, and Mr. Barreu 
therefore resolved to replace the slanting with а flat roof. 
This work was commenced a week zgo, and for the con- 
venience of the workmen the bricks and other materia's 
were piled near the centre cf the floor. In the room below 
which extends the length of the premises, about forty ғы 
women, engaged at sewing machines, were pursuing their ordinary 
duty about half-past eleven іп the morning, when, without the 
slightest warning, a third of the floor above them, аз wellas à 
large quantity ot bricks, fell іп, completely burying the five girls 
who were workiog in that portion of the room. Efforts were im- 
inediately mate by the workmen to extricate the injured young 
women from under the broken bricks and fractured timber, and iu 
atout half an hour they were taken out and remove? to the infir- 
mary. Allof them were bruised and injured severely, and one of 
them extricated in а dying state without the slightest һоро of re- 
covery. She was literally doubled up, ber head having been forced 
between her legs by the falling fragments. 

А FRIGHIFUL occurrence took place оп Monday evening at the 
Feltbam Station of the Windsor branoh of the London aud South- 
Western Riilway. One of the porters, а young man uamed 
Dowding, had occasion to cross the line, from the down to the 
up side, just as the dowa train from London was leaving the sta- 
tion. Betog very foggy it із supposed that he did not see the up 
express train from Kradiag, which passes Feltham without stop- 
ping, and he was unfortunately knocsed down by the engive of 
the approaching train, and killed on the spot, the body being fright- 
fully crushed. 


ANOTHER CONFEDERATE SHIP OF WAR. 

Tug Screw gun vessel Victor, recently purchased from tho Admi 
ralty, has, aw had been expected, passed iuto the han s of the 
agente for tbe Confederate Government. The Victor was formerly 
aitached to the Chatham steam reserve, and on being sold by the 
Admiralty, was permitted to undergo sume repsirs uuder the 
snperintenden :е o: the dockyard officials. It was stated that she 
was intended for the China trade, and sho was ostensibly fitted 
with that view, while her name was changed to the Scylla, of 
London. Several suspicious circumstances, however, occurred, 
and the dockyard officials felt it their duty to make a report to the 
Admiralty. ‘The result was, the receipt of an order at Sheerness 
directing ber to be stopped. The ог?ег, however, arrived a few 
hours too late. Those ia charge of the vessel evidently suspected 
the intentious of the Government, and had her taken out of 
the harbour a few nights 81:00. She immediately afterwards 
hoisted the QOonfederate flag, and she now sails under the 
name of the Rappahaunock Нег burden is 809 toue, and she is 
pierced to carry six gurs. She 18 cf 350 horse-power, but owing 
to some Cefects in the construction of her engines and machinery 
her rate of steaming was never very high, which was the principal 
reason for the Admiralty direciivg ber to be sold. On leaving the 
Noro tpe Kappabannock sailed direc; for Calais Harbour, which she 
outered ag a Confederate privateer. A special report has been made 
vo the Lords of tne Admiralty of the circumstances under which 
sho jeft Sheerness Dockyard. Тһе Customs’ authorities at Calais 
have received instructions to allow the Rappahannock to leave 
whenever hor captain pleases.

The following are the principal passages of an article of the 
Constitutionnel upon the refusal of England to join in the Con- 

ress i=- 

^ Will England reply by a mere refusal to tbis frank appeal of 8 
great sovereign in the name of a great people? She would then 
vive to) much confirmation to the opinion which has so long been 
held, viz., that toe disturbances of the continent do not displease 
her, and that instead ot trying to appease them, it is her interest to 
keep them up and ferment them if necessary. She would prove 
those to b» right who assert that her greatness and prosperity are 
founded on the misfortunes and ruin of other nations, We, the 
sincere pariisans of the English alliage, which might be во (гиши, 
and become a certain pledge Of civilisation and progress for the 
whole human race, fell cruelly deceived, and regret with pain to 
see a policy which borsts of being liberal too often inspired by 
sentiments of jealousy and miserably rivalry, when we seo England 
constantly rejecting the frivudly haud we stretoh out to her, and 
oppose everything that appears generous and expedient to us; for 
it is not only at Rome but also in London that the doctrine of non 
postumus háa бёсошё a’ political dogma. The history of the last 
lew years Offers striking proofs of this. After the Crimean war, 
we requested England to joiu us in favouring the national feciing 
in the Danubian Princijalities; she replied by a refusal. When 
& weak country, deserviug of favour, Montenegro, was to һө pro- 
tected, she still refused as before. The invasion of Piedmont 
by the armies of Austria, tho outrages of the Juarez Government, 
the civil war in America, which might have been put an end to by 
mediation, the misfortunes of Poland, which the energeti» anani- 
mity of Europe might remove, rone of these events could modify 
the policy of Eogland; she has always іп the end replied —No 
Lastly, now, at the moment when facts take place in rapid succas- 
sion, when the preocsupation of all the Governments is to reconcile 
the execution of treaties with the legitimate aspirations of the 
people in Denmark, in Italy, aud in Poland, ehould a cold and dry 
refasal again come to prevent all understanding, place itself in the 
way of ideas of progress and of justice, aod, we are convinced, 
violently thwart the generous feelinge of tbe English people? 
Never could а Government have committed a greater fau!t and 
more lightly renounced a fine part. What a useful and fruitful 
character might the British Government, in fact, perform at а con- 
gress in 1863 in the midst of so many agitatiug questions. Placed 
almost beyoud the reach of Coutinental struggles, what influence 
and what prestige might she exercise in favour of the liberty of 

nations.” 

The Patrie is of opinion that Europe bas nothing now to do but 
to act without England. It says:— 

“The English alliance would ba а lure if it had the effect 
of embarrassing the action of the States which hare accepted it. 
Who із the. e, moreover, who does not know that every time that the 
Powers have attempted the realization of & great project, England, 
though at ilrst opposing, has yielded before fuis accomphs? Did 
she not yield when France, after tho affair of Sebastopol, wished to 
conclude peace by accepting the propositions of Russia? Did she 
not give way when France, erossiug the Alps, laid down at 
Solferino the bases of the kingdom of Italy? Did she not 
accede when France, responding to the cries of humanity aud 
of civilization, sent soldiers to Syria? Also, when pain re- 
solved to avenze her honour on the confines of Morocco 
against the secret ally of England? When Greece, in 
revolt against her King, demauded the termination of the 
protectorate of the lonia Islands? And under how many 


Other circumstances has not England given way when 
energy мая shown, without speaking of the numerous 
causes of difference which have lately taken place between London 
and Washington! Yes, England submits her pride to the power 
of faits accomplis. Let tue Congress therefore take place, and the 
Cabinet of St. James will neither have tle force nor the courage to 
resist. Let Europe unite together to lay the foundations of a new 
diplomatic edifice, and Engiand will hasten to claim her place 
under the shade of treaties, diccussed aud sizned without her. lí 
the Congress doea not moet, let this be at least shown, that the re- 
fusal of Lord Palmerston has bad nothing to do with that diplo- 
matic failure; lət it also be well proved that the authority exer- 
cised by England on the Continent is purely factitions, and that if 
the commercial and finaucial bonds formed by her with Europe 
are respected, those ties өхегсі;а no inflaence on the obedience 
oe to the duties сопіга 304 by the Powers towards each 
other. 


The iron: clad squadron haa returned to Cherbourg, rather before 
it was expected. ‘he result of tbe experiments is that, with some 
modifications іп their armament, the spur ships—and especially the 
Solferino—may undertake a cruise. But the iron-clad frigates, 
which are covered from stem to stern, are unmanageable in & fresh 
breezo. With a moderate sea on they roll to such an extent as to 
ship water overboard. Head to sea, their pitching із so violent asto 
send the masts overboard. Аз for using their guns, except in smooth 
water it is impossible. Every device was tried to make thom more 
steady ; the guns and shot-racks were shifted to the main deck, aud 
then placed in a pyramid amidships, but this only made matters 
worse.

GERMANY.

port given to the hereditary claims of the Prince of Augusten! urg 
t» tbe Duchy of Helstein by several German Governmeuts at the 
Diet has attracted the notice of the English Government. Earl 
Russell, therefore hastens to ivform Bir Alexander Mulet of the 
views entertained upon the question by her Britannic Majesty, 
She would faithfully observe the stipulations of the treaty of May 5, 
1852, according to which King Christian ІХ, of Denmark, possessed 
hereditary right to all the ter:itories at that time united under the 
Danish crown. The Enslish Government expected that all the 
Powers who signed the sbove-named treaty, or subsequently 
acceded to it, would share this opinion. 


POLAND. 

The following are details of the execution of М Rawicz, воп of 
one of the principal baukera8 of Warsaw :—" The unfortunate 
gentleman was haved at Siedlce at ten iu the morning of ihe 21st, 
He had been married a yesr, and since his arrest his young wife 
with her infant 0848, aad sc¢ompanied by her mother, bad taken 
up her residence in the town where her husband was imprisoned, 
iu order to await the termination of his 11141, the melancholy result 
of which she was far from foreseeing. On the morning of the day 
for which the execution was ‘xed, the mayor of the town, accom- 
panied by some officers and soldiers, and preceded by a drum-tuajor, 
traversed the streets, announcing the hour at which it was to take 
place. The horrible cortege passed before the windows of the 
house in which the unfortunate wife was staviug ; she was at that 
moment alone with ber mother, who knew the painful trath, but 
had concealed it. The poor wife then, of course, became acquaint.d 
with the fact. М. Rawicz lived in tbe coun ry, aud was principally 
occupied in agricultural pursuits. The improvements which ha 
had successively introduced in the cultivation of his land had 
formed each of his estates into model farms, and practical schools 
for the farmers of the neighbourhood. He was much loved by the 
pearsautry, and possessing a character of firmness and justice, ba- 
sides being moderate in his opinions and ciroumspeet in his conduct, 
had gaiued the affection aud esteem of ali those who knew him 
He had taken no active part in the insurrection, and not having 
been arrested in arms, it is not easy to discover any sufficient motive 
for the severe eentenco inflicted on bia, He, no doubt, belonged to 
the national organization of which all Poles are members, bot until 
now the persons convicted of that offence had only been exiie! or 
detained in prison. Imprisonment and exile are, thereforo, now 
considered insufficient." 


DENMARK. 

The Memorial Diplomatique contains the following рїесэ cf 
news :— 

© Foreseeing that the complications which have arisen with re- 
gard to the Danish succession might cause a collision between Ger- 
many and Denmark, Earl Russell has hasteued to offer the media- 
tion of England to King Christisn ІХ. The latter has, however, 
declared that this mediation would only appear to hin to be efi- 
cacious if the Emperor Napoleon's proposal of & Oongress were 
agreed to.” 

MADAGASCAR. 

News received from Madagascar announces that the draft of a 
treaty with France was being prepared The Tavquin had been 
abolished aud liberty of worship granted. The French consul 
would reside in Madagascar. Cominerce would be permitted as a 
proof of friendship. Freuch vessels would be allowed to anchor in 
the military port. The Customs duties have been re-established. 
The Queen will have the power of pa:sing laws. 


AMERICA. 


General Meade has been іп close coosultation with the President, 
General Halleck, aud Mr. Stanton. Thequestions under discussion 
are assorted to haye been whetber the army should go immediately 
into winter quarters or attack General Lee in bis position on the 
Rapidan, Mr Lincoln avd General Meade being in favour of the 
ни plan, while General Halleck and Mr. Stanton advocated tie 
ormer. 

A New York journal, in its comments on the situation, says:— 

Ч Our latest news from the army of the Potomac is not eocourac- 
ing. It leads to the suspicion that General Meade is preparing to 
settle down into winter quarters. Having pushed the Confederate 
army across the Rapidan, he finds it too strongly entrenched on the 
heights on the opposite side to attempt to carry them by storm, aud 
80 we are apprehensive that he wiil remain in front of the enemy 
watching and waiting for ап opportunity which may not be offered 
till the return of spring. Iu the «eantime General 149 may amuse 
his adversary with a tbín line of troops along his front, во dispored 
as to pre-ent the appearance of a great army, while seuding of 
20,000 or 30,000 meu to the support of General Bragg.” 

Confederate despatches from Charleston, via Ricumond, state that 
on the 12ih one Monitor and one wooden guubost shelled the bat- 
teries on Sullivan islaud for one hour, but with what effect dors 
not appear. The firiug upon Fort Sumter from the Federal lund 
batteries and Monitors averaged two shots per minute through tbe 
night of the 12ih. Theca-ualties were, two men killed aud опе 
wounded. Оп the morning of the 13th the bombardment was stil 
goicg on, and the firing increasing in rapidity. 

The Confederate attack upon General Barnside is confirmed. 
After five дауа” fighting, during which Burncide’s outposts had реп 
driven back from all points, he has cónceytrated ble entire force 
within his inier and strongest line of defence at Knoxville, where, 
at last aceounts he was completely invested by Longsireet, and 
where it is believed a great battle fg иш fought.

MURDER AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


Ox Monday afternoon, Mr. Capron, borough coroner, resume 
the Town Hall, Guildford, the inqnest on the төре M 
Waterer, the young woman who was found strangled in & bedroom 
at the Coachmaker's Arms bserhouse, North-street. Тһе бег eant 
(Maghe) who was found lying by her side with his throat ont was 
prevent, and there was a dense crowd both ia the court and outside 
of the building anxious to catch a glimpse of the supposed mar- 
derer. Ho was in an exceedingly weak state, and looked much 
dejected. He was placed in a seat by the left side of the coroner, 
on whose right sat Professor Taylor, of Guy's Hospital, who, at 
the instance of the Home Secretary, had made an &ualysis of the 
contents of the stomach, intestines, &»., of the deceased, it having 
transpired that she had purchased a packet of polgon at a chemist's 
shop in Guilford, aud that both sho aad Maghe hed mutually 
agreed to take poison. Мадһә was in gustady Of the borough 
осо. 

t he evidence taken at the previous sittinga of the court was then 
read over by the coroner, who asked Maghe, if be wished to propose 
any questions to the witnesses, to nod or shske his bead. He, how- 
ever, declined t» ask anything. 

Professor ‘Taylor was then examined: On the 19th of Noyember 
I received from Mr. Phillips at Gay's Hospital two separate ns 
of a human stomach, which have been preserved là дог 
Spirits. 

In answer to the coroner, Professor Taylor said he summed up 
the result of his examination thus :—That the condition of the heart 
and lungs of the deceased are more consistent with death by 
strychnia than &ny other cause I know of. That the absence of any 
indentation or laceration of the neck, the absence of effusion of blood 
in the parts corresponding to the marks seen on the outside, and the 
absence of any signs of resistance on the body when alive are adverse 
to the supposition that the deceased died from strangulation. That 
the absence of congestion of the heart and lungs is also adverse to 
the theory of suffocation. Professor Taylor added that though he 
did not wish to make апу suggestion, yet he thought that all the 
facts of the case, as detailed in the evidenoe, might be explained by 
the supposition of the decaased having taken one-fourth of the 
powder. She could not have swallowed much of it, or some 
colouring matter must have been detected in the stomach or its con- 
tents. +e could not believe that she died a natural desth. 

The following letter from Maghe to the sergeant-major of his

Aletter to the coroner, written by Maghe at tho Union work- 
house, and handed to P. О. Marshall, was next read :— 

"Ido not know what to write what you may ask for; shall Т 
put this day, the 26th of the month. Where am I going after that ? 
1 miy let you know that we both partook of the poison at the same 
time; but the poison that I took, that she gave me, she got at 
auother shop lt had a blue cover. Half an hour afterwards she 
was dead. I think it was the night of the 3rd. We both said, 
83 she would not leave me, we would die together. She died in my 
arms, On the Tuesday evening she had a rope-cord on her neck 
when I came up-stairs. At night we both took the poison in some 
giu, at 530. We both sent, at least left, a letter to both our mothers 
ou the table. 1 don't wish any one to see this. Dear friends, 1 do 
notcare. I wish to God I had went with her. 

“ ЈозЕРН Magus.” 

This being the whole of the evidence, Magha was provided with 
piper and ink, and voluntarily wrote the following statement :— 

"Sir —On the evening of the 3rd the young girl spoken of 
seemed to be in trouble about the hour of 5 ab. [went down stairs 
for some ale. and when I came up | found а cord-rope wrapt round 
her neck. I took it off, and before going to bed we both par- 
took of some poison. She afterwards died in my arms. That's 
ail, sir, “ JOSEPH MAGHE. 

“Guildford, Nov. 35, 1863.” 

_ The Coroner then charged the jury, and they then retired to con- 
sider their verdict. They returned, after the lapse of an hour and 
А quarter into court, and returned the following presentment: — 
“ We find that the deceased Elizabeth Waterer destroyed her own 

Пе оц or about the 4h of November instant, and that she was in 
a sound state of mind at the time. We further find that Joseph 
Maghe is guilty of aiding and abetting in the same.” 

Tnis verdict was h with breathleas interest by the crowded 
court, and with calm composure by Maghe. 

_ Tue wituesaes were then bound over to appear at the next assizes, 
in the prosecution ot Maghe on a charge ой“ wilful murder ” 

At the rising of the court the street was quite impassable from 
the crowds anxious to see the prisoner removed to the cells of the 
police-station. 

The father of the deceased woman was present,and evinced in- 
tense emotion when the finding of tha jury was delivered. 
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FALL OF A HOUSE AND LOSS OF LIFE. 


THe illustration in the front page represents a fearful calamity that 
recently oocurred at Islington. On Islington-green, nearly opposite 
the statue which has been ereoted to Sir Hugh Wyddelton. there 
has stood for years past the Tree Wheat-sheaves tavern. For the 
last teu or twelve years this tavern bas been under the manage- 
mept of Mr. Deller, whose lease, it was stated to us, expired at 
Christmas next. [t is further said that the ground landlord refused 
to renew Mr. Deller's lease of the premises unless he agreed to ex- 
pend a sum of £2,000 in the restoration of them. There were no 
doubt urgent reasons for having the premises restored. They are 
adjoining|the entrance to tbe Agricultural Hall from Islington-greeu 
ond tho propriety of baving the old dingy -lookiug fron: transformed 
into 8 lofcy, spacious buildipg, somewh:t in harmony with the en- 
tranoe to the before-montioned ва! од, just adjoining it, was at 
овоо natural.

bish. The new building was a great improvement on the old one, 
being three storeys high, besijesa commodious basement, the first 
storey Íront-ng the green beiug raised on brick pillars and arched 
over. 

Op Thursday, the 26ih, whon the accident happened, the place 

әр full of workmen, and it із even astonishing that the sacrifice of 
Їй is во small. It impossible to give any idea of the accident, be- 
08180 it was so instantaneous and sudden that everybody was taken 
Wbawares ; at the same time it may be stated that from the hurried 
manner іп which the building was rau up, and from the want of 
qe which in all such undertakings are used to knit the back to 
the front portíoa of the erection, the general surmises ip the neigh- 
кароо were that it would come down with а o:ash some 
morning. 


It appears, however, that notwithstanding these surmises, the 
workmen went about their work on the premises as usual. Some 
puse state that the building gave indication of its coming down 
rom the bulging out of the front walls, and that warning was giveu 
to those inside іш consequence; but, however that may be, it had 
not tbe effect of averting the lamentabie consequences which have 
ensued. The accident occurred at a quarter to twelve o'clock, 
when the whole front of the building fell into the street, burying іш 
its fall nearly all the workmen who were employed проп ії. Two 
of those who were at work on the first-floor seem to have been killed 
instantaneously from the lead of the roof falling upon them, while 
seven others were taken out of the ruins terribly bruised. 

On Monday afternoon, Dr. Lankester, the coroner for Central 
Middlesex, op:ned an inquiry at the Lansdowne Arms, Islington- 
green, into the circumstances attending the death of William Peake, 
carpenter, aged twenty-seven, and Juseph Pearce, carpenter, aged 
thirty-seven. The inquiry excited great interest, and the room 
was densely crowded by the paroouial authoritios and trades- 
men of the district. Мг Layton, vestry clerk, of Islington, 
attended оп behalf of the psrochial authorities, Mr. Tindal 
Atkinson, barrister, on behalf of Mr. Chapman, tho buider, 
and Mr. Brad'augh, solicitor, on behalf of Mr. Williams, the 
architect. The jury having been sworn, proceeded to view the 
bodies lying at Mr. 5tone's, the undertaker'e, at Islington-green. 

Tho Coroner said that before any witnesses were examined, as 
this was a most important iuquiry, it would be desirable that the 
jury should inspect tbe ruins where the accident occurred; as, if 
they were of opinion that there had been any neglect on the part of 
any persons concerned in the erection of the building, aud (0еу 
could fix the responsibility, they could, if they pleased, return a 
verdict of manslaughter against the person or p2rsons so blameable, 

‘The jury then, acting ou the suggestion of the согоцег, procceded 
to the premises, of which they made a most minute iuspectioa, 
being much assisted in their object by their foreinan, Mr. Dennis, 
who is himself & builder. 

On the return of the jury, the room, though larg», had bccomo so 
excessively crowded, that 150 coroner suggested an adjourument to 
the music hall on the e:tablishment, which was at once placed at 
the disposal of the coroner by Mr. Sam Collins, the proprietor. 

The Oorover said he woald first take evidence аз to identifica 
tion. 

Henry Pearce, Lancaster Cottages, Richmond, said he was a 
brother of the doceased Joseph Pearce, who was about thirty-six 
years of age. He was a carpenter. Knew nothing as to the cause 
of the death of his brother beyond what he had seen in tbe news- 
papera Had seen the body lying at Mr. Stone's, the undertaker, 
and identified it as that of bis brother. He wasa married шап, aud 
had six children. 

The witness, in reply to the coroner, sald that he was not in a 
position to employ profedsional assistance; he, bowever, suggested 
that аз the builder, the architect, aud other parties had the aid of 
professional gentlemen, it was but right that the families of the 
deceased and injured men should be represented, and be thought the 
committee now sitting in the parish to raise subscriptions could not 
do better than devote a portion of their funds to providing a pro- 
мин gentleman to watch the case for the friends of the de- 
ceased. 

George Peake, builder, of Oxford, identified the body of John 
Peake as his son, who was a carpenter. 

Mr. Jobu Baker, 256, Hatton-gardep, а retired builder, deposed 
that he was passing in front of the premises on tho Thursday 
merping, end meeting with two friends opposite the gateway cf the 
Agricultural Hall, stopped to speak with them. While doing so he 
wag al by a sudden fall of bricks from the corner of the build- 
ing, Whioh knpcke бота о child belonging to one of his friends. 
He at the ішпе time td a tremendous crash, and ran up the 
archway of the hail, thinking it was tho front of the arch- 
way giving way. He then found that it was the front cf the 
Three Wheatsheaves that had tallen in. There appeared to be 
great confusion amongst the workmen, aud some were busy in en- 
deavouring to extricate those who were buried ig the front of the 
building. Saw three men pigked out of the rubbish and taken 
away in acab to the hospital. He then went up the arch way of 
the hall to the back of the building, and saw another mau taken 
out of the ruins and sent away in acab. This was an hour after 
the accident had occurred. He then saw a Mr. Cufiliu with some 
workmen in the act of throwing а rope over a stack of chimneys to 
pullit down. Oslied out to others not to do во, as the falling bricks 
would injure the men already іп tbe ruins. also the men who 
we trying to release them. After the last man had been 

ot out alive he saw the legs of a шап protruding 
rom the rubbish in the basement of the honse. At this 
time the chimneys he bad spoken of were thrown down, and воле 
of the bricks fell on the spot where the mau was lying А gentle- 
man who was present and himvelf then gave some workmen money 
to shore up the cross partition wall, which ho thought was in a 
very dangerous stste. Ho then came round to the front of the 
building, and saw the bodies of the deceased men taken out. There 
must have been about twelve cartloads of rubbish lying on the 
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bodies of the two men, about four feet in height, and about as much 
under them. The rubbish cousisted priacipally of bricks and 
mortar. 

Mr. Thomas Rundle said ho resided at 12, Pierpoiot-row, and 
was an engiueer. His premises were opposiie the place of the acci- 
dent. Hearing a loud 6rash, he ran over and saw the whole front 
walls of the new building erected for the Wheatsheaves had fallen 
down. He saw through а part of the hoarding that was open tha 
several of the men were lying amongst the brio:work, and he ran 
іп and helped to get some of them out. Ho then ran to the back 
aud saw а mau ріппей undor some timber, and helped to saw away 
the timber, and got him cut Оп subsequently coming to the front 
he discovered three feet sticking out of the rubbish, aud they 
proved to be the bodjes of tho two deceased men, and he pointed 
out where the bodies were to the men who were digging. The 
p*riy-w^ll had been pulled down before he discovered tne deceased 
men There wag a breastsummer and lead laying across the heads 
of these men. Did not seo nuy iron ties Ho thought it was a 
breastsum mer fron its ghapo that was across the men's heads. 

Mr. John Hollingshead said ho resided at 21, Colebrooke-row, 
close by the place of the accident. He was there about twenty 
minutes past twelve. Нева» the men clearing away the rubbish. 
They were working very actively for about five minutes, when 
they called to pull down the party-wall aud chimneys on the north 
side. Saw that pulled down, aud it fell as nearly as possible in 
the centre of the front basement, immediately over the place 
where the 40008464 men were taken out. He then went round 
to the back gpd fouud there was no organization for 
secking for the men. He then came to the front, but atill 
could find no one to give directions. Nothing was there to rescue 
the deceased men ИП about balf-past оре, when the witness, Randle, 
end some others went in and witness followed, and they then dis- 
covered the deceased's bodies. ‘They were not got out till a quarter 
pest two He heard 8 gecond and a third fall before the bodies were 
got out, and was prepared to say that the walls and chimneys might 
have been pulled down without having been pulled in the direction 
they were 

The iaquiry was adjourned. 
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DESTRUCTION BY FIRE OF А LUNATIO ASYLUM 
AND LOSS OF LIFE. 

A MELANCHOLY catastrophe has just taken p'aco in the Aisne, 
Frauge, where 8 ia part of the lunatic asylum of Montreuil- 
sous-Laon has м estroyed by fire and six of its inmates burnt 
to death. Tho establishment was full of iunatics of both вөхөв. 
Among them was e young man abont twenty-five years of age, 
who was usually sph ls a separate cell and with a straight waist- 
coat on. On the day before the fire he was visited by some of his 
relatives, who requested the director to release him from that con- 
finement, and ая he then appeared more tranquil it wag done. The 
following morning he by some means or other got possession of & 
chemical match, uud at night set fire to his bed, which was sven 
burnt, and tho fire a'terwards caught the wood work, with which 
ali the cells of the violent lunatics are lined, and next burnt through 
the cviling to the floor above. Once getting veut, the flames rapidly 
extended right and left, and spread alarm throughout the place. 
The keepers and others then rushed to the difforent cells to get out 
the iumates, which was à work of great difficulty, as many of them 
were strapped dowa to their beds, and after they were s-t free they 
had to be carried out by main force. The task was at length ac- 
complished, and the guardians and others were congratulating 
themselves that no lives bad been lost, when, on making avother 
round among the cells, they found that six of the women had 
rushed back unobserved into the flames, whera they met a horriblo 
death. As for the madman who had caased the catastrophe, he 
was afterwards found ronnivg about in the gardeu singing aud ap- 
pearing highly delighted with what he had done. 


DEATH FROM STARVATION AND NEGLEOT. 

On Monday, at noon, Mr H Байг Walihow, deputy coroner, 
resumed, at the Canning's Head Tavern, bydney-street, Com- 
mercial road, an inquiry respecting tho death of a boy named 
George Brown, aged six years, alleged to have expired from neglect 
and starvation. I+ apveared from the evidence taken on the pre- 
vious occasion, that De. М. B. Garrett was called in to see the de- 
ceased on the 16th inst., aud found him extremely emaciaied and al- 
most pulseless. The child was excessively dirty, and there was 
scarcely any covering over bim but а dirty rag, which the mother 
called a shirt. There had been great negiect, and the c'ild 
had not received proper nourishment. ‘Che ductor ordered flannels 
to be made for the child, but trey were on!y got ten days after- 
wards, when tho child was actually dying. Dr. Garrett gave it as 
his opinion that if the child had received proper nourishment and 
care ‘it would have been alive now. On the other hand, Mrs. 
Brown, the mother, who lived at No. 23, Syduey-street, said that 
the child could not swallow solid food, bnt that she administered 
large quantities of wine, (о. The child had been, she said, ill for 
five weeks A Mrs. Brudon, who lived in the same house, gave 
similar evidence, but admitted that she never saw nourishment 
given to the child before Dr. Garrett was called in; and she also 
stated that the flannel that was ordered was not got until deceased 
was djiug. Tho father of the child was иц engineer, in receipt of 
203. a-weck. 

John Brown, father of the child, said that he direoted his wife to 
get wine and other nourishment for the deceased, and it was got. 
She gave the child the nourishment. The child had been more or 
less weakly since ho had the small-pox, ia August. Witness often, 
when his wife thought he was asleep, remained awake at night to 
watch the case, to see if the child was properly attended to and 
cared for. 

Оогопег: Why should you sham sleeping if yon believed the child 
was properly nourished ? 

Witness said, because he and hig wife had not been friends for 
some mouths. Ве far as he knew, hia wife was sober. Не onlysaw 
her drank once in twenty years. The child could not swallow. He 
admitted that his wife did not keep his okildien tidy, but she gave 
them, perhaps, too much eatsbles. There were two inquests on 
other children of witness’s. In one case the child was drowned, in 
the other he believed the death was from a teething fit. 

Mrs. Brown, recalled, said that though she only got the new 
flannel on the day the child died, she had put flannel on before, but 
the cuild would not suffer it to remain on. 

The Coroner then summed up, and said that with the evidence of 
the parents and brother of the child that the deceased could not 
swallow, it was only fair to assnue that the child was not 
starved throngh wilful neglect. А verdict of manslaughter would 
not stand in the face of such evidence. There had, however, 
been some inattention on the part of the mother. ‘be jury re- 
turned a verdict of * Death from starvatiou, from inability to s wal- 
low nourishment,” and they expressed au opinion that the mother 
was censurable for neglect.

The Emperor made a 
proposal, vague in itself, but framed with the view of, suggesting 
a remedy for what he regards as pressing evils. This was a grave 
business. When an Emperor, and especially the Emperor of & 
friendly nation, puts forth 8 project, hitherto found only in pam- 
plilets, it demands a serious deliberation. That serious deliberation 
it received at tlie hands of her Majesty's Government, and naturally 
practical statesmen were bound to inquire whether his imperial 
Majesty had in view some specific plan. Congresses before a war 
к prima facie objectionable, as lable to breed the woes they are 
&üpposed to destroy in the germ. But it was just possible that one 
who had niatürely considered the project might have à eas во atrong, 
and а plat во wise, that it would be desirable to hear the flist, and 
оі atid Gotisider the second.

he wished to enter on а consideration of the troubles of Europe 
freo from every engagement, and in a spirit of sincere impartiality. 
Then, in addition to the changes in the past, which the French 
Government thinks it would be well to consider afresh, M. Drouyn 
de l'Huys pointed out several matters—the affairs of Italy, of 
Poland, of D:nmark and Germany, and of Turkey, which а Con- 
gress would do well to take up, consider, and settle ой stich a foot- 
ing as would b» the foundation for a lasting peace. Lord Rassell, 
in rejoinder, discusses the pointe raised by the French Secretary for 
Foreiga Affairs. While admitting that the causes of danger exist, 
Lord Russell very justly regards the question —would а general 
Congress be likely to furnish в peaceful solution ?—as the question 
lying at the root of the whole matter.

Tne reported death of Lord Elgin remíads us of the price we pay 
for our great and envied asceudancy in Asia. How fást they fall 
these servants of Eogland in the East— Wilson and Ward, Elphin- 
stone and Canning, Dalhousie, and now Elgin; not to speak of the 
gallant thousands that have perished ол our Indian battle-fields, іп 
the black depths of the Khyber Pass, and during thé sombre hours 
of the Вероу mutiny! Perhaps, however, this latest sacrifice has 
been the most deplorable, unless we prefer to parallel it with that 
of Lord Dalhousie, whose career was not dissimilar to tbat of the 
able, accomplished, and high-spirited successor of Earl Canning. It 
fell to the lot of Lord Elgin to deal almost exclusively with public 
troubles—difffculties in the West Indies, discontent in Oanada, war 
їл China and in India, with a general disorganziation of politics, if 
not of society. The toils of such a life must have been tremendous. 
The history of our brilliant dominion in the East has, it must be 
confessed, been written in English blood. Ose long, continuous 
lino of graves stretches from the Black Hole of Oalcutta to the 
slopes of the Affghau hills, where even now our cotintrymen sre 
fighting. How many have perishod, with Peel and Havelock, amid 
the diti бі war; how,many, with Elgin and Wilson, in the harness 
of official life; and how many, with Dalhousie and Canning, hav 
worn therbselvés out, and come home only to die? It would bé no 
easy task to compute the number of lives, military and civilian, 
which have been laid down, in order that we might be- 
come the successors of the Moguls, the conquerors of the 
Mahrattas, and the creators of an European civilization іп 
the distant Kast. But, on the other hand, what thousands 
of fortunes have been built up on the Бююой 6 (004808, and 
what s change is passing over the spirit of Asia. These imperial 
viceroys stand forward in the annals of the world far mote öt- 
spicuous and illustrious 6961 їп у Нав of kings. For who would 
not prefer to wield the vicarfous вбере which extends from 
Oomorin to Cashmere, and from Beloochistan to Nepaul, than ape 
the antics of high staté in one of tho petty palaces of Germany ?

on that line. From the great success attonding this new mode of 
lighting railwa7s, there is very little doubt but that Dr. Brown's 
invention will vre long entirely eupersede the old system upon 
every r'ilway in he kingdom.

STRANGE CASE OF ALLEGED LUNACY. 

Aw action, Symm v Fraser and auother, was brought in the 
Court of Queen's Bench, before the Lord Chief Justice. The 
plaintiff ia lady residing at 5, Oakley-square, Camden-town, and 
sho complained that the defendants and their servants broke into 
and entered her house, and locked her up, and impri-oned her, under 
the false pretence tbat she was of unsound mind, and incapa^le of 
mansgiog her own affairs, and that they compelled her to swallow 
a number of noxious and distasteful drugs. The defendants 
pleaded that they were “ Not guilty," and that what they did was 
by the leave and license of the plaintiff. 

Mr. Chambers opened tbe iollowing most extraordinary case :— 
He said that the plaintiff is а widew, residing at No 6, Oakley- 
*quare, Camden-town, and bas been a widow sinc» 1858 Shere- 
sided formerly in Sunderland, and came to London in 1859, when 
she took a house from Dr. Fraser, one of the defendan s, both of 
whom are medical r ev, and resided near Oakley-square, and were 
formerly in partnership. А Mrs. Hill then to came to live with the 
plaintiff, who received herin her house out of charity, bat this 
kindness had been requited with the basest ingratitode on the part 
of Mrs. Hill. In tbe month of October, 1861, the plaintiff suffered 
very much from rheumatiam, and ав в not unfrequent consequence 
of that affliction, displayed a great unwillingness to occupying 
crrtain postures, and was especially loath to remain long in bed. 1n 
December ske called in Dr. Andrews, and ho called іп Dr. Frater 
also. They dealt with her iu the most inhaman manner; and when 
she wanted a nurse, sent her “ а little active, lively woman," who 
bustled about, and took the entire management of the house out of 
the plaintiff s hands, and against her consent. She complained to 
Dr. Andrews, and he then sent another nuree—a woman with a 
strong mind and л strong body,” who had been for three years ina 
lunatic asylum, attending on lunatic ladies. She made her take a 
quantity of physic, and the plaintiff then went to sleep. When she 
awoke she was surprised to find “a good big man gazing at her.” 
She remonstrated with him on account of his being there, but to 
no [ое in tbe morning both defendants came, and she ap- 
pealed to them. А friend, Dr. Вагпев, came to see her, “ bnt," said 
the counsel, “а certain esprit de corps exists among all medical men, 
and he may be called ou the other side." she was subjected to 
various acts of eruelty and indecency, and was kept without food. 
Feeling weak and exhausted {a the night, ehe asked the man who 
was in her room for some Avine, but he refused to give her any. 
She then asked for a corksorew, which was also refused, upon which 
she went down stairs and brought up & botile of sherry, the neck 
of which she knooked off. This, the defendant alleged, arose from 
the plaintiff suffering from delirium tremens; indeed, they accused 
her of drinking three bottles of sherry. Beiog unable to obtain 
access to any of her friends, she ртобатөй th» asistance of 
a policeman, who wrote & letter for her to some friends, 
& Mr. Bennett and his wife, who eventnally took ber away 
from her house, afd sent her to Bath for the benefit of her health 
An imbecile brother had been Jiving with her, aud during her ill- 
ness she had mádea will іп favour óf Mrs Hill, adjuring her to 
take oare of her brother. This will was witnessed by tho male 
aud fetmale keepers who wéré sent by the defendants, and 
Dr. Andrews knew of this fact. Daring the time that they 
were in charge of her she opened the window and screamed out, 
but the neighbours, thioking her mad, paid no attention to her. 
In December, а Mr. Young, à sollotor, from Banderland, had 
occasion to write to the лаце, erolostug а bill of exchange for 
her endorsement. This letter Gate Into thé hands of Dr. Andrews, 
who got her to endorse the bill, and wrote to Mr. Young, stating 
that Mrs. Bymm was ub well aud confined to her room, bat that she 
had requested hím to write 864 enclose to him at order for £1 298 
The plaintif went to Bath, bat во aftious was sho to get away 
from the house that she left thé widow open, avd her gold watch 
on the table, which was taken possession of by the policeman. 
This, the defendants alleged, was the act of an insaue person. She 
remained in Bath for sofna time, and when she returned was sued 
in the county court by Dr Andrews, to whom sho paid a small 
sum rather than епдаге the &ynoyance of appearing in court. She 
asked the defendants to give har the address of the keepers, but 
they refased to doso, and treated her іп а very sneering and defiant 
manner. Нег solíoitor then wrote demanding au explanation, ёс, 
to whom Dr. Andrewa wrote that he had acted in conformity with 
well-known medical priaciples, while Dr. Fraser said that he bad 
nothing to do with the matter, 

Tho plaiatiff was called, and she detailed the above facts. 

Several witnesses were oalled for the plaintiff, who spoke of her 
ав being abstemious in regard tó fntoxicating drink ‘l'ho defence 
was then opened, and was to thé éffect that wn n the defendants 
were called in they found Mrs Syma suffering from delirium 
tremens, and that thé keepers were put to take care of her, and to 
prevent her from drinking more liquor. 

Dr. Fraser cófdienoed М8 evidence by saying that he was first 
gent to attend the plaintiff on Christmas ovo, 1801. She was, he 
said, very much excited; іп plain Words, sho was drank—very 
drunk. de and Mr. Andrews both agreed as to the cause of her 
illness, авд he approved of the treatnient Mr. Andrews had adopted. 
She was not then in а state of delirium tremens, but only drunk, 
and they thongbt that if drink were kept from her sho would 
speedily mend. Between three and four oclock in the morning he 
was called again by Mrs. Hill, who said she was afraid she would 
be murdered if he did not go with her. Eventually he wont, aud 
found the plaintiff in the earlier stages of delirium tremens, exhi- 
bitod by a peculiar trémour, and the nervous turning round sud- 
denly from time to time, às if sho s&w something. Не told her she 
bad ben drinking. She replied, that she wauted brandy or rum ; 
ii was the only thing that would do her good. Subsequently he 
saw her s-veral times, at which he gave orders that she was to 
have no more than one glass of wine every three hours. At one of 
his visits she staggered on her knées, вауіб ғ, "Or, give me a 
glass of brandy! A hundred pounds for а class of brandy!” 
Un another ocoasfon hé saw her sitting 85 the head of the 
kitchen stairs, and heard her talk of cutting her throat. lt was 
then that the plaintiff asked him tó send her & better nurse. The 
ons Фе then had Was so frightened &hé could do nothing. On the 
evening of the 26th hé wae sürprised to вез the man Richard 
Bheárs at the plaintiffs house. He hed known him as baving 
been employed to attend nervous patients. Ho gave Shears no 
orders The next day the patient seemed to be getting worse, and 
after consulting with ber it was arranged to send for Dr. Barnes 
Dr. Barnes approved of their mode of treatment, made no sugges- 
tions of alteration, or wrote any prescription. On the following 
day she was removed up-stairs into 8 bed-room; she hat less 
tremour and was much beter, and spoke more rationally. Іп an- 
swer to а question by the judge, he said that hi: advice was that 
her friends should be sett for. Ho considerod she wanted some- 
body in the house to protect her from doiug violence to herself or 
those about her. 

Dr. H. C. Andrews, tho other defendant, examined by Mr. 
(11101438, stated be was cent for on the morning of the 23rd of 
December to see Mra. Symm. She was in the front parlour, walk- 
ing about in her night-dress, with 8 velvet cape round her 
shoulders. Не asked her what was the matter. She said she had 
been dreadfully sick, and was vomiting. Mrs. НИ! told him that 
she had been drinking, and on asking her what sno had taken, she 
said only a little sherry. She went on ina rambling way. He 
gave directions that she might have a little mutton broth, and less 
sherry. He called in the evening and found her still very sick. 
She was very rambling and incoherent inher manner. He saw her 
again the following morning. She was in much the same state, 


and at each interview he was convinced she had been drinking. Oa 


the 24th he saw her again; Mrs. Young, of Kentish-town, and Mrs. * 


Hill, her attendant, were present. He found that she had been 
drinking. Mrs. Young said it was all owing to that cursed drink. 
Mrs. Symm said yes, it is that. Mr. Andrews continued bis evi- 
dence, generally confirming the statements made by Dr Fraser. 

George Cousins, 393 8, deposed: On the night after Cbristmas- 
day, 1861, 1 was on duty in Uakley-square. I was fetched be- 
tween ten and eleven by the plaintiffs brother. When the door 
was opened а large dog came towards me barking. I turned my 
light оп avd he ran away. (Laughter) 1 saw tbe plaintiff in 
the passage. She had a brown dress on over ber nizht-dress. 
Plaiutff was druuk. She desired me to turn Mrs Baker, the 
purse, ont of the house Mrs. Symm paid her 83. The parlour 
was in & very disordered state. 

Cross-examined: The plaintiff asked me to witness she paid 
Mra. Baker's charge. She said Mrs. Baker was of no use to her. 

Tho Lord Chief Justice: How do you know she was drunk ?— 
Because 1 have seon а great many women drunk. (Laughter) 1 
was sure sho was drunk. 

Jane Faker, monthly nurse: I went to the plaintiffs house 
on the mornivg of the 26th. I was fetcbed оп the 
night of the 25th, bnt I wasata party, and cculd not ро I found 
Mrs. Вутт in her night-dress in the parlour, sitting in а choir 
She had some kind of dress over her shoulders. She seemed much 
excited, and ssid she bad a bad knee. She appeared to me as if she 
had been drinking She said tome, “If the doctor has recom- 
mended you I won't have уоп, for fear you will abide by what he 
says.’ 1 repliea, “ОН, very well," and left. Mrs. 'l'aslor came for 
me about two o'clock the same day. When I got to the house 
the plaintiff was rolling about the door-mat in tbe passage I 
thought she was in a state of intoxication. Mrs. Taylor, with my 
assistance, raised her np but conld not get her into the parlour. 
Bhe continued wanderiug about the passage and rolling against the 
wall She continued іп the passage the whole of the after- 
noon. The brother fetched her some wine that day. I 
purposely upset some of the wine out of the bottles, and 
glasses. I left between half-past ten and eleven o'clock that night. 
kleintff would not eat anytbing; all sho wanted was something 
to cool her tongue—she wanted wioe. The policeman was seut 
for, and the plaintiff wished him to turn me out of the house I 
was anxious to leave. Whilst in the passage with plaintiff she 
slapped my face. 

Ke-examined: Dr. Andrews recommends me as a monthly nurse 
I had been in the bouse from two o'clock till eleven o'clock. When 
she was intoxicated sho asked me my chargo. I said 8s. J did not 
think she would pey it me, bat when she gave it to me I put it 
into my pocket. She was drunk when she paid me, and called the 
policewan in to witness the payment. ‘The doctor saw her that 
дау with the brown dress on (the dress produced on the first day). 
The brother that day had two bot'les of wine under his coat. He 
carried them about the h use under his coat, and gavo his sister 
wine in a tumbler when she asked for it. 

Re-examined : When plaintiff dismissed me she asked mo my 
charge, and 1 said 8s. per week. 

The Lord Chief Jostios summed up the caso, and the jury imme- 
diately returned & verdict for the defendants.

* Sir, —I beg to inform you that I have known the Jate Sergeant- 
Major Lilley frorn the time of bis joining the Inniskilling Dragoons 
until I jeft that corps in 1860 Ho (the s;rgeant- major) was always 
а very steady, sober soldier and non-commissioned officer, and I 
belieye was never kvown to be drunk or in liquor curing that time. 
1 believe that | had more opportunities of knowing the habits 
of the said sergeant-major than most men in the regiment, as 1 
served in the same troop es а private and non-commissioned оћоег 
the chief part of my servico. [ 5150 knew him in the Crimes, where 
І was acting quartermaster-sez(re «nt, of the regiment. I know that 
he did not drink there, not even his ration of rum, as he did not. 
draw it from me, and could not get any other. I was in his com- 
pany almost every day. [also kept the sergeants’ mess in india 
for about fifteen mouths, and bad frequent opportunities of seeing 
the sergeaut-major ut the mess and in hie bungalow, at all hours of 
the cay and night. I have frequently been with Sergeant-Major 
Lilley the chief part of the night at private parties iu his quarters, 
and elsewhere. On those occasions 1 never saw him exceed his 
second glasa of grog.

The White Lion racing ground at Hackney Wick was filled ou 
Monday afternoon with an assemblage of spectators, the attraction

Amongst the company present to witness the contest 
there were several iufluential sporting men апі book-makers, вше 
of whom have ha! a book open upou the race forthe pa t few weeks 
at the following prices—6 to 4 on Lang, 8 tol agst White, 5 to 1 
agst Sanderson and Mills, and 8 to 1 яцз” Brighton. The time 
appointed for the start was turee o'clock, but tha pedestrians did 
not make their appearance on the course until twenty minutes to 
tour, Mills paying forfeit. То complete the distance the ci-cuit of 
the course baa to be traversed thirty-four times, less 40 yards. Mr. 


H. Holt having been appointed referee, a capital start was effected at 
ten minutes to four, Sandersou cutting out the work for the first mile, 
W hite goiug ou second, Lang third, and Brighton last, more than 
100 yards iu the rear. Time 4 minutes, 46 seconds While run- 
niog the ninth lap Lang and White alternately led, and at the 
finish of the second mile (time 9 minutes 54 seconds) White was 
leading by tw» yards, Lang second, Sanderson third, and Brighton 
nearly 200 yards in the rear. At the finish of the seventeenth lap 
Bright n pulled up and retired, being unab'e to көр up the crack- 
ing pace at which the other three were runuing. Three miles were 
done in 14 minutes 58 seconds, White still leading, with only а 
yard between the other two. While running the twenty-fourth 
lap Saunderson rushed to the fore, and finished the fourth mile with 
а lead of two yards. Time, 20 minutes, 12 seconds. ‘he race now 
became of а most exciting character, each in turn trying to cut the 
other down, and alternately leading, until, on enterivg the last lup, 
Lang in a splendid spurt brcke from his opponents, and went in a 
gallant winner by nearly 20 yards. Sandsrson passed White within 
a fow yards of the wiunivg- post, and finished second. Time, 25 
minutes, 5 seconds.

Karrie Women.—A public meeting has been held in Durban on 
the subject of the traffis in women among the Zulu Кай га of Natal. 
It was stated at the meeting that Kaffir girls, when they reach а 
marriageable age, are told by their fathers, whether they will or 
not, to the * шаа who offers for their persons the larzest number of 
the fattest cows.” Twenty years of peaceful residence ander Вгі- 
tish rule have equalized the sexes, and girls are becoming scarcer 
articles; and, therefore, the price has gone up, and the richest 
suitor has the best chance; consequently the old, debauched, and 
repulsive polygamists, with large harems of their own already, have 
the best change, seeing that having wives already to work for 
them their wealth is necessarily much greater than the mea who 
have no wife-slaves. Mr. Lindley, an American missionary, ssid 
that when һе first came to the couutry there was a scarcity of men, 
and plenty of women. [п consequence the price was low, about 
eight or ten bead of cattle, counted in the Kaffir way, that із, а cow 
m calf counting as two, and although an ox was always given to 
the mother, as a sort of recompense for һег breeding and rearing the 
subject of the sale, long credit was given in those days Now, after 
twenty-tive years of peace, the equality of the sexes was restored, 
and the price just doubled. The consequence was that young men 
could ouly bny afier a long time, while old men with plenty of 
wives and cattle, and yearly selling their own grown-up daughters, 
could almost always outbid them, as well in quantity as by imme- 
diate delivery of cattle; at this, the hearts of the youug girls 
altogether revolted, and they suffered the greatest crue!ty in conse- 
quence of their endeavours to escape such uuna ural connexions 
lt was stated that very recently a Kaffir girl died from the effect. 
of torture applied by ber father (burning), occasioned by 
her resistance; but that the law is such that the mau 
could uot be punished. Nor can the English magistrate 
shelter or protect а Kaffir girl fleeing from home, but must 
give her up to her father and the purchaser. When Kaffirs pro- 
fessing Christianity are married by English clergymen, without 
purchase о! һө wife, Ка га regard the marriage ав void and criminal, 
and on death of the husband, the nearest male relative claims the 
widow and her children, and has the right to dispose of them. 
Considering these things to be repugnant to the principles of hu- 
manity recognised throughout the civilized world, the meeting 
agreed upon а memorial, to be addressed to the governor, praying 
fora Bill to be passed for confirming marriages of Kaffirs celebrated 
by clergymen, and for prohibiting the traffic in women after a cer- 
tain date to be fixed.

as here represented, with fishing-boats preparing for sea, ard the 
English packet arriving, 18 not of modern date, but sixty years bick, 
nor as depicted by Charles Dickens in ^ Little Dorrit.” Tne packet із 
no trim royal mail steamer, but a sailing vessel crowded with strange- 
looking figures. The pier too, i8 not the dapper-built rendezvous o! 
Calais promenaders, but a crazy structure of timbers, crowded with 
squabbling poissardes encumbered by their fish. There aro no 111119 
soldiers іп baggy rod trousers—no inquisitive dowaniers — no scream- 
ing hotel touw-rs—no equivocal Eny list residents of Calais putting 
bad cigars, and scrutinizing their sea-sick countrymen. Bui the 
scene is unmistakably O«laie, avd unmistakably French. lhe 
eager lantern-jawed fishermen. their voluble, gesticulating vive 
and children, are as true to 1860 аз 1803. The picture is painted 
throughout wich deep-toned darks to briug oat the lights; gnado х9, 
ia sowe parts coal black; while the sky, the actiou of tbe waves, 
aud other details are learnedly and nobly drawn.
